By the time I returned to Keithsburg, it was midsummer 
and the heat was oppressive. The berry season was over and 
only late cherries and early apples remained to be harvested.

of school. It was also the time berries ripened so most kids 
went to work on their vacation, at least for a few weeks. There 
were few cars, no highways or airplanes, so it was easy to stay 
home, especially when money was short. 

My working day began at four in the morning, when I 
stumbled downstairs to the kitchen, where Mamma was ready 
with a huge bowl of cornflakes and canned milk and a pot of 
coffee.

Then it was off to the berry patch where Mr. Hollenrake wa.s 
waiting for his juvenile help. With four quart boxes on a flat 
tray we crawled along the dew-soaked straw aisles and pawed 
at the wet vines. I still remember my wrinkled fingers. It was 
hard, tiresome work, and went on sometimes for five hours. 
When all the ripe berries had been picked we turned our pa¬ 
per tabs in for cash... the pay was two cents per quart. Early 
in the season when the berries were both large and plentiful, 
it was sometimes possible to make seventy-five cents. I al¬ 
ways arrived home tired, wet and with a "crick” in my youth¬ 
ful spinal column. But after a hearty dinner I was ready for 
Big Slough, where a can of worms and a cane fishpt)le were 
in order, and the ordeal of the morning was soon forgotten. If 
it was too hot for fishing, the nearby Mississippi was avail¬ 
able for skinny dipping. 

The berry season was relatively short, so late in June I made 
the annual trip to Never-Never Land, Grandmother 
Richardson’s farm, 75 miles away in Iowa. There I would 
spend two wonderful weeks, helping feed cattle, carrying 
water to the “hands” in the hayfield, or any one of the many 
chores that never end on the farm. Of course, there was time 
to daydream, and to look south, where the little steam trains 
left a smoky trail in the sky as they whistled for the crossing 
where the general store stood beside the dusty road. Of course, 
I missed the river and Big Slough, but there was plenty of time 
to explore the four hundred acres of fields, woods, ravines and 
ice cold springs such as the “washhole,” where the pioneers 
were said to do their laundry and what was probably an infre¬ 
quent bath.

stalker — day after day. week 
after week — for twelve and 
one-half years. Imagine if. 
after serving his prison sen¬ 
tence and being released on 
parole, the stalker immedi¬ 
ately picked up right where 
he left off. 

Imagine if your teenage 
daughter had been sexually 
assaulted by a man whom 
you knew and trusted. As his 
trial on these charges ap¬ 
proaches, you find out that he 
has hired a friend to intimi¬ 
date, and — if necessary — 
commit murder to keep the 
witness from testifying. That 
witness is your daughter. 

While it may be hard to 
imagine these horror stories, 
the fact is that ordinary Cali¬ 
fornians actually lived these 
nightmares. The question is: 
What do these two cases have 
in common? The answer; A 
happy ending, thanks to the 
agents of my office’s new 
Violence Suppression Unit. 

You see, the stalker was 
under around-the-clock sur¬ 
veillance by agents of the 
state Attorney General’s Vio¬ 
lence Suppression Unit. In 
the child molester’s case. 
Violence Suppression Unit 
agents were able to go under¬ 
cover and stop the plan before 
it could be implemented. For¬ 
tunately, my agents were able 
to prevent both of these men 
from striking their intended 
victims. “This program saved 
my life,” said Kathleen Baty, 
the Menlo Park woman who 
was terrorized by a stalker for 
more than a decade. 

The Violence Suppression 
Unit began operating in Sep¬ 
tember of 1994. It is made up 
of 24 specially trained agents 
from my office’s Bureau of 
Narcotic Enforcement whose 
sole purpose is to target ca¬ 
reer criminals who have a 
propensity to use guns and 
explosives. 

Simply staled, we take on 
high-risk cases aimed at ar¬ 
resting criminals with lengthy 
rap sheets for any legally-rec¬ 
ognized slip-up, whether it’s 
a parole violation, possession 
of a firearm by a felon or any 
other offense. In seven 
months of operation, we have 
been elated by our successes. 

Violence Suppression 


Violence Suppression 
I 'nil agents have arrested 290 
felony arrests. Eighty-nine 
are members and assiKiates 
of gangs. 67 were on parole 
and 68 were on probation at 
the time of their arrests. 

We’ve seized 10' hand¬ 
guns, 67 rifles, 51 shotguns, 

I machine gun and 13 addi¬ 
tional assault weapons. Other 
weapons seized include a 
pipe bomb, a hand grenade, 
100 rounds of 7mm armor 
piercing ammunition, anti¬ 
aircraft ammunition, brass 
knuckles, a machete and an 
assortment of knives and 
clubs. 

No other lav. enforcement 
agency in California is spe¬ 
cifically going after these ha¬ 
bitual criminals, each of 
whom represents a mini¬ 
crime wave. Several national 
studies show that as much as 
70% of all crime is commit¬ 
ted by as few as 7% of all 
criminals. 

The best part of the Vio¬ 
lence Suppression Unit is that 
we are nailing those hyperac¬ 
tive violent criminals for any 
legitimate charge, such as 
drug or gun possession. 

In many instances, we can 
then bring charges under the 
“Three Strikes and You’re 
Out” law and obtain a very 
lengthy prison term with dra¬ 
matically reduced “time-off 
for good behavior.” Critics of 
the tough Three Strikes ap¬ 
proach condemn its applica¬ 
tion to so-called non-violent 
crimes, which would include 
drug or gun possession by a 
felon. But our ability to bring 
the Three Strikes hammer 
down on career criminals bfe: 
fore they claim another 
bloody victim is exactly what 
we need to return safety to 
our neighbt>rhoods. 

To its critics, I say this; 
“Three Strikes and You’re 
exit” is working, and the ar¬ 
rests of the Violence Suppres¬ 
sion Unit are up. 

And to those career crimi¬ 
nals who are potential targets 
of my Violence Suppression 
Program, I have this to say; 
We’ll be watching you and 
we mean business.

Dear Dr. Tami, 

My cat seems to have a dirty chin 
all the time. Is this common and is 
there anything I can do to clean it? 

Your cat probably has feline acne. This 
can occur in adolescent and adult cats 
and is fairly common. Some cats have 
difficulty washing their chin so surface 
lipids and dirt accumulate and predis¬ 
pose the skin to comedo formation 
(pimples). Treatment consists prima¬ 
rily of daily cleansing with an antibac¬ 
terial shampoo. If the infection is se¬ 
vere enough then oral and topical an¬ 
tibiotics may be needed. It is impor¬ 
tant to also check the inside of his 
mouth. An infected or painful tooth can 
be a reason for him to stop cleaning 
his chin properly.

Publicity is now out on the Occidental College Theater 
Festival, and it looks like a lively summer. Artistic Director 
for several years, Alan Freeman is taking this season off but 
the usual enthusiasm continues. John Bouchard, of 
Occidental’s Theater Department is taking over for the sum¬ 
mer and directing two of the plays. 

From its beginnings, the festival has been anchored by the 
three old favorites, Shakespeare, G. B. Shaw and the collabo¬ 
rators, W. S. Gilbert and Arthur Sullivan. ShAKespeare is not 
represented this year, but the first production on the outdoor 
stage of the Hillside Theater is Gilbert and Sullivan’s The 
Pirates of Penzance, opening June 29. A typically ludicrous 
plot (the hero’s nursemaid misunderstood his father and in¬ 
stead of apprenticing him to a pilot, delivered him to a pirate), 
music ranging from elaborate patter songs to operatic areas, 
and the direction of Jim Martin, known for his antic approach 
to comedy, promise a wildly funny evening. 

In complete contrast is Shadowlands by William 
Nicholson, the story of the improbable romance between the 
English writer of theological speculation, science fiction and 
children’s stories C. S. Lewis, and the American poet, Joy 
Davidson. The recent motion picture was based on this 1990 
award winning Broadway play. It will be produced in Oxy’s 
state-of-the-art Keck Theater, starting with a matinee on June 
30. 

On July 13, Phillip Barry’s memorable comedy of high 
society. The Philadelphia Story, has its opening as Jonathan 
Hogan directs. 

Satirist Tom Stoppard is represented by the convoluted tale 
of The Real Inspector Hound, in which the theater critics get 
mixed up with the mystery. Stoppard’s answer to Agatha 
Christie opens July 14. John Bouchard directs in the Keck 
Theater. 

George Bernard Shaw’s plays are less well known these 
days except for a few hardy perennials (Pygmalion, the origi¬ 
nal of My Fair Lady, and an occasional Major Barbara or 
Arms and the Man) except at Oxy where Alan Freeman’s 
enthusiasm for Shaw has led to productions of obscurities such 
as The Simpleton of the Unexpected Isles and The Shewing Up 
of Blanco Posnet, plays as original and witty as W. S. Gilbert 
himself, if not more intellectual. The Shaw representative this 
summer is The Devil's Disciple, a uniquely Shaw view of the 
American Revolution, and one of his funniest plays, as a free- 
thinking rebel and a sedate Puritan minister almost argue each 
other into a change ot heart. (There was a British movie of 
this one back in 1959 with Burt Lancaster, Kirk Dougte and 
Laurence Olivier in leading roles.) Chnstofer Shelton directs. 

The least expensive way to enjoy this feast is to subscribe, 
as you can see all five ot them for $65 or less, or select three 
for under $50. Oxy has recognized the custom of eating a pre¬ 
performance picnic supper on Oxy’s lovely grounds by pro¬ 
viding a box supper for S8 (order in advance) or you may. as 
always, bring your own. 

The festival plays play all at the same time on an intricate 
schedule from June 29 to August 27 so call (213)259-2922 for 

a brochure. 

There is also a Children’s Theater Project, “for school age 
children” at 11 AM on July 20,21,28,29 and August 2-5 and 
9-12 that is difficult to describe but sounds intriguing.

agents and buyers usually just cross it 

on their list and move on. After all, there ~ . 

are plenty o4 other listings. 

Of course, deciding the value of a 

home isnl an exact science, so it's un- [ ' _ 

derstandable that a seller might put Mikki Porretia 
their home on the market with an ask¬ 
ing price that is on the high side. Additionally, most of us be¬ 
lieve that our homes are really “worth more” than the one 
down the block, around the comer or next door that was just 
sold. And, if we are wrong, we can always drop it later, can't 
we? Yes, but by then, the seller may have not only lost poten¬ 
tial buyers, but they may have also driven off interested Re¬ 
altors; and Realtors are the prime source of buyers They 
bring the buyers by. 

When a property is put up lor sale, the first 30 days are the 
most critical. Statistics show that's when most buyers (and 
Realtors) see the property. Interest is highest But the longer 
the proper^ is on the market, the fewer the prospects (and 
Realtors). Thus, the initial period is critical — along with the 
proper pricing. 

Some sellers, however, believe that if someone is really in¬ 
terested they will counter-offer. Some will, some won t Some 
well-qualified buyers may just walk away. The bottom line is 
a f^h priced listing will turn many buyers off 

Still, a seller wants to be confident he or she Is getting the 
best price lor their home. The way to accomplish this is by 
talking to a real estate agent before listing the propedy. Ask 
for a comparative market analysis, that is. research wtiat simi¬ 
lar homes in the area have sold for recently Compare your 
property to those and have the agent help you calculate a fair 
market value. Be objective even though it is your horrie Re¬ 
member. an over-priced listing will usually result in only one 
thing — an unsold property.

> Ifyou're the sort of person 
who softens at the sight of 
butterflies fluttering among 
the flowers, you might want 
to consider adding a plant or 
two to your garden to woo 
these attractive creatures. 
Some plants entice them with 
the sweet nectar in their flow¬ 
ers. Others are willing host 
plants whose leaves provide 
food for caterpillars, the lar¬ 
val stage of all butterflies. 
(Surely you can spare a few 
leaves to bring a butterfly into 
being!) 

Southern California 
is home to a large variety of 
butterflies. The Common 
White and the Cabbage But¬ 
terfly are both medium-sized 
white flutterers who love wild 
mustard, broccoli, cabbage, 
radishes (especially when an 
old plant flowers) and nastur¬ 
tiums. They can often be 
seen hovering around your 
vegetable garden. The Buck¬ 
eye (handsome fawn-colored 
species with multiple “eyes” 
on its wings) hangs around 
plantain, snapdragon and 
penstemon. Mourning 
Cloaks (black with yellow 
wing tips) are partial to elm 
trees, willows, poplars and 
possibly birches. If you’re 
willing to let a part of your 
yard become “wild,” you can 
attract the West Coast Lady 
which likes cheeseweed. The 
Common Hairsueak loves it 
too, along with flowers of 
cultivated hibiscus. You can 
even attract the large black 
and yellow Anise Swallow¬ 
tail by planting a little com¬ 
mon fennel. 

My personal favor¬ 
ite is the Gulf Fritillary, a 
handsome, medium-sized 
butterfly with reddish-orange 
and black outer wings. The 
undersides of its wing are 
spotted with silver. You will 
see it hovering around the at¬ 
tractive passion vine. It lays 
its eggs on the leaves and its 
spiny black, white and orange 
caterpillars eat the leaves un¬ 
til it is time to pupate. Each 
chrysalis looks like a dried 
leaf hanging from a branch. 
If you have children, try cut¬ 
ting a passion vine branch 
with one or more caterpillars 
on it. Stick the branch in 
water and let your children 
enjoy watching each caterpil¬ 
lar eat and grow, then stop 
and create its chrysalis. The 
adult butterfly will emerge 
about two we^ later. This 
species is particularly de¬ 
pendable at going through its 
metamorphosis successfully. 
Then you and your family 
can enjoy watching your but¬ 
terflies fly free.

Tracy Miller of Happy’s
